ter, whereas 12 per cent is sufficient to 
enable the profitable 
production of 
sugar. 
In order to show the great possibilities 
of sorghum cane, Governor Busk said • 
lf the sorghum cane produces 12 per 
cene of saccharine matter,” said he,“ the 
cost of the sugar can be brought down 
to 3 cents a pound. 
Were it not for the 
fuel problem m Kansas, it would be 
shaved down to 2 cents. 
There is no 
profit in operating a small mill—for in­ 
stance a twenty or fifty ton mill. Take a 
manufacturing season of sixty days and 
a two-mile field woald supply the cane 
nicely for suoh a mill. Now plant a 
two-hundred and fifty ton-mill every 
two miles in Kansas, and look at the 
enormous production of sorghum Bugar 
that there would be in that state alone. 
The Gazette has frequently remarked 
that there is no industry in this country 
which so much lacks development as 
that of manufacturing sugar from sor­ 
ghum cane or the sugar beet. Franco and 
Germany have made wonderful strides in 
this ^industry while the United States 
has been poetically idle. It Secretary 
Rack can inspire enterprise and enthu­ 
siasm in this important branch of indus­ 
try, he will be a public benefactor. His 
movements rn this matter will be watched 
with deep interest, and with the hope, of 
course, that be will be successful in his 
efforts to increare the production of 
sugar from sorghum cane.

Thirty-throe of the Slavacks have been 
arrested and warrants will bo issued for 
the Irish participants, who, a preliminary 
hearing before Mayor Hanson this after­ 
noon showed, were tho agressors. 
The 
evidence thus far indicates that Jankovsky 
was trying to escape from several intoxi­ 
cated Irish rioters, when one of the latter 
fired a shot-gun, the load passing through 
Jankovsky’s heart.

To have yards undor the direct 
control of the government is considered 
essential in war time, bot nuse private con­ 
tractors could not be relied upon to make 
repairs and they would have tho govern­ 
ment at their mercy as to prices.

machinery used in the manufacture of 
large war ships can now be produced in 
this country. 
When Secretary Whitney 
was making his plans four years ago this 
was not the case, but tho stimulus given 
to iron ship building by the government 
has led the largest manufacturers of tools 
to do work equal to that of tho European 
founderies.

lighted, I hail you home again with tho 
words of Gehazi to 
tho Shunamite: “Is 
it well with thee? 
Is it well with thy 
husband? 
Is it well with the child ” 
On 
some faces I seo the mark of recent grief, 
but nil along the track of tears I see the 
story of resurrection and reunion when all 
tears are done; the deep plowing of the 
keel followed by tho flash of the phos- 
phorosonce. 
Now that I have asked you in regard to 
your welfare you naturally ask how I am. 
Vory well, thank you. 
Whether it was 
the braciug air of the Colorado mountains, 
12,000 foot above tho level of tho sea, or 
the tonic atmosphere of tho Pacific coast, 
or a bath in tile surf of Long island beach, 
or whether it is tho joy of standing in this 
groat group of warm hearted friends, or 
whether it is a new appreciation of the 
goodness of God, I can not toll. 
I simply 
know I am grandly and gloriously and 
inexpressibly happy. 
It was said that 
John 
Moffatt, 
tho 
great 
Methodist 
preacher, occasionally got fast in his ser­ 
mon, and to oxtricato himself would cry 
“Hallelujah!” 
I am in no such predica­ 
ment to-day, but I am full of the same 
rhapsodic ejaculation. 
Starting out this 
morning on a new ecclesiastical year I 
want to give you tho keynote of my next 
twelve months’ ministry.

By 
tho 
gulf stream of the ocean crossed by a gulf 
stream of human blood? 
By tho pathway 
of nations incarnadined? 
No. 
A few 
wise men go into a quiet room at Geneva, 
talk tho matter over, and telegraph to 
Washington and London: 
“All settled.” 
Peace. 
Peace. 
England pays to the 
United States the amount awarded—pays 
really more than she ought to have paid. 
But still all that Alabama broil is settled - 
settled forever. 
Arbitration 
instead of 
battle. 
So the quarrel eight or nine years ago 
about tho Canadian fisheries in any other 
timo would have caused war between the 
UnitodjStotes and England. England said 
“Pay mo for the invasion of my Canadian 
fisheries.” Tho United States said: “I will 
not 
pay anything.” 
Well, 
tho two 
nations say: 
“ I guess wo had bettor leave 
the whole matter to a commission.” 
The 
commission is appointed, and the com 
mission examines the affair, and tho com­ 
mission reports, and pay wo ought, pay 
we must, pay we da 
Not a pound of 
powder burned, not a cartridge bitten off, 
no ono hurt so much as by the scratch of a 
pin. 
Arbitration instead of battle. 
So the Samoan controversy in any other 
age would have brought Germany and the 
United States into bloody collision 
. But 
all Is settled. 
Arbitration instead of bat­ 
tle. 
I find another ray of the dawn In the 
compression of 
tho 
world’s 
distances. 
What a slow, snail-like, almost impossible 
thing would have been the world’s rectifi­ 
cation with 7,400,000,000 of population 
and no facilo means of communication; 
but now, through telegraphy for thejoye 
and telephonic intimacy for the ear, and 
through stonmboating and railroading, the 
25,OO!) milos of tho world’s circumference 
aro shriveling up into insignificant brevity. 
Hong Kong is nearer to New York than a 
few years ago New Haven was; Bombay, 
Moscow, Madras, Melborne within speak 
ing 
distance. 
Purchase a 
telegraphic 
chart and by the blue lines see the tele­ 
graphs of the land and by tho rod lines the 
cables under the ocean. 
You see what op­ 
portunity this is going to givo for the final 
movements 
of Christianity. 
A fortress 
may bo months cr years in building, 
but after it is constructed it may do all 
its work in twenty minutes. 
Christianity 
has been planting its batteries for nineteen 
centuries, 
and may go on in the work 
through other centuries; but when those 
batteries aro thoroughly planted, those 
fortresses aro fully built, they may all do 
their work in twenty-rour hours. 
Tho 
world sometimes derides the church for 
slowness of movement. 
Is scionco any 
quicker? 
Did it not take sconce 5,652 
yoars to find out so simple a thing as the 
circulation of the human blood? With the 
earth and the sky full of electricity, science 
took 5,800 years before it even guessed 
that there was any practical fuse that 
might bo made of this subtle and mighty 
element. 
When good men take possession 
of all theso scientific forces, and all these 
agencies of invention, I do not know that 
the redemption of the world will be more 
than the work of half a day. 
Do we not 
read tho Queen’s speech at tho proroguing 
of 
Parliament 
the 
day 
before in 
London? 
If 
that 
bo 
so, 
Is 
it anything 
marvelous to believe that 
in twenty-four hours a divine communica­ 
tion can reach tho whole earth? 
Suppose 
Christ should descend on tho nations— 
many expect that Christ will corno among 
tho nations personally—suppose that to­ 
morrow morning the Son of God, from a 
hovering cloud, should descend upon these 
cities. 
Would not that fact be known all 
the world over in twenty-four hours? Sup­ 
pose Ho should present His gospel in a few 
words, saying) “I am the Son of God; I 
came to pardon all your sms and to heal 
all your sorrow; to prove that I am a su­ 
pernatural being I have just descended 
from the clouds; do you believe me, and do 
you believe i)ow?” Why, all the tele­ 
graph stations on earth would be crowded 
as none of them were ever crowded just 
after a shipwreck. 
I tell you all these 
things to show you it is not among the im­ 
possibilities or even the improbabilities 
that Christ will conquer the whole earth 
and do it instanter When the time comes. 
There are foretokenings in tho air. Some­ 
thing great is going to happen. 
I do not 
think that Jupiter is going to run us down 
or that the axle of the world is going to 
break; but I mean something great for the 


the earth may appear. 
Lot all your legis­ 
lative halls bo gilded, for the Groat Law­ 
giver may be about to come 
Drive off 
the thrones of despotism all the occupants, 
for the King of heaven and earth may be 
about to reign. 
The darkness of tho night 
is blooming and whitening into the lilies 
of morning cloud, aqd the lilies reddening 
into tho roses of stronger day—tit gar­ 
lands, whether white or red, for Him on 
whose head aro many crowns. 
“Tho day 
is at hand:” 
Ono more ray of the dawn I see in facts 
chronological and 
mathematical. 
Como 
now, do not let us do another stroke of 
work until we have settled one matter. 
What is going to be the final issue of this 
great contest between sin and righteous­ 
ness^ 
Which is going to Drove himself tho 
stronger, God or Diabolus? 
is this world 
going to be all garden or all desert ’ 
Now 
let us have that matter settled. 
If we be­ 
lieve Isaiah and Ezekiel and Ho3ea and 
Micah and Malachi and John and Peter and 
Paul and Christ we believe that it is going 
to be all garden. 
But let us have it set­ 
tled. 
Let us know whether we are work­ 
ing on towards a success or towards a dead 
failure, 
lf there is a child in your house 
sick and you are euro he is going to get 
well you sympathize with present pains, 
but all tho foreboding is gone. 
If you aro 
in a 
cyclone off 
the 
Florida coast 
and tho captain assures you tho vessel is 
stanch and the winds are changing for a 
better quar cr and he is sure he will bring 
you safo into tho harbor, you patiently 
submit to present distress with the thought 
of safe arrival. 
Now I want to know 
whether wo aro coming on to dismay, 
darkness and defeat, or on toward light 
and blessedness. 
You and I boliovo the 
latter, and if so, every year we spend is 
one year subtracted from tho world’s woo, 
and every event that passos, 
whether 
bright or dark, brings us ono event nearer 
a happy consummation, and by all that is 
inexorable in chronology and mathematics 
I commend you to good cheer and courage. 
If there is anything in arithmetic, if you 
subtract two from five and leave three, 
then by every rolling sun we aro coming 
on toward a magnificent terminus. 
Then 
every winter passed is ono severity for our 
poor world. 
Then every suminor gone by 
brings us nearer unfadiug[aborescenco. Put 
your algebra down on the top of your 
Bible and rojoico. 
If it is nearer morning at 8 o’clock than 
it is at 2, if it is nearer morning at 4 
o’clook thou it is at 8, then we are nearor 
the dawn of the world’s deliverance, 
God’s clock seoms to go very slowly, but 
tho pendulum swings and tho hands move, 
and it will yet strike noon. 
The sun and 
tho moon stood still once; thoy will never 
forever. 
stand still again until thoy stop 
If you boite va arithmetic as well as your 
Bible you must beliovo we aro nearer tho 
dawn. 
“Tho day is at hand.” 
Thoro is a class of phenomena which 
makes mo think that the spiritual and 
heavenly world may af b r awhile make a 
demonstration iu this world which will 
bring all moral and spiritual things to a 
climax. 
Now, I ani no Spiritualist, but 
every intelligent man has noticed that 
there are strange and mysterious things 
which indicate to him that perhaps tho 
spiritual world is not so far off as some­ 
times we conjecture, and that after awhile 
from the spiritual and heavenly world 
there may bo a demonstration upon our 
world for its betterment 
We call it mag­ 
netism or we call it mesmerism or we call 
it electricity, because we want 
some 
term to cover up our ignorance. 
I 
do 
not know what that is. 
I nover heard an 
audible voice from tho other world. 
I am 
persuaded of this, however: 
that the veil 
botweon this world and the next is getting 
thinner and thinner, 
and that perhaps 
after {awhile at tho call of God—not at 
the call of the Davenport brothers or 
Audrew Jackson Davis—some of tho old 
scriptural warriors, some of the spirits of 
other days mighty for God—a Joshua, or 
a Caleb, 
or a David, or 
a Paul—may 
come down and help us in this battle 
against unrighteousness. 
Oh, how I would 
like to have them here—him of tho Red 
sea, him of the valley of Aj aion, him of 
Mars hill. 
History says that Robert Clay­ 
ton of tho English calvary, at tho close of 
a war bought up all tho old cavalry 
horses lest they be turned out to drudgery 
and hard work, and bought a piece of 
ground 
at 
Naversmiro 
heath 
and 
turned 
these 
old 
war 
horses 
into 
tho 
thickest 
and 
richest 
pasture to spend the rest of their days for 
what they had done in other days. 
One 
day a thunder storm camo up, and theso 
war horses mistook the thunder ut the

want all these younger people to under­ 
stand that when they toil for God they 
always win the day; that all prayers are 
answered and all Christian work is in 
some wny effectual, and that the tide is 
setting in tho right direction, and that all 
heaven is on our side—saintly, cherubic, 
seraphic, archangelic, omnipotent, chariot 
and throne, doxology and procession,prin­ 
cipalities and dominion, He who hath the 
moon under His feet, and nil the armies of 
heaven on white horses. 
Brother! brother! all I am afraid of is, 
not that Christ w.ll lose tho battle, but 
that you and I will not got into it quick 
enough to do something worthy of (*ur 
blood-bought 
immortality. 
() Christ! 
how shall I meet Thee, Thou of tho scarred 
brow and the scarred back and tho scarred 
hand and the scarred foot and tho scarred 
breast, if I have no scars or wounds got­ 
ten in Thy service? 
It shall not be so. 
I 
step out to day in front of the battle. 
Come on, you foes of God, I dare you to tlte 
combat. 
Come on, with pens dippod in 
malignancy. Come on, with tongues forked 
and viperine and addarous. 
Como on, 
with types soaked in tho scum of tho eter­ 


nal pit.

A practical plan is called 
for in the brooding of tho dragon fly or 
other such destroyer in largo numbers, and 
its uso in the larva, pupa, or perfect state, 
for tho destruction of mosquitoes and flies 
in houses, cities, and neighborhoods.
